Before the ink was dry 
here, faculty activity continued on and on, 
ultimately for the good of our students. 

With pride, I congratulate the faculty for these 
outstanding achievements and activity. I am 
very much aware that faculty have already 
gone beyond this impressive inventory of 
conscientious work and service and future 
publications will record those. For now, let me 
trumpet our institutional and presidential pride 
in the work of our faculty. Congratulations 
on their rich research, professional, and service 
lives which so strengthen us as this special 
"teaching institution." To a large part, it is this 
quality which makes me proud to be the 
President of The College of New Rochelle!

He continues his critical work with the NYS 
Regents Steering committee regarding ELA/ESL 
revisions, timeline and implementation of revised 
standards.
